[From the Hopmiisvllle New Era.] 
Now that the outbreak of the Sioux 
Indians is over, it is well to inquire 
into the cause of the late trouble and 
urge the authorities at Washington 
to take the proper Bteps to remove 
these causes. It is conceded by those 
most familiar with the whole situa 
tion that the trouble was caused by 
the jobbery, corruption and incompe- 
tency of the Indian Agents and the 
neglegence of those in control of In- 
dian affairs at Washington. Gross 
and serious wrongs have been perpe- 
trated upon those unfortunate peo- 
ple. There can be but little doubt 
that had the debts due the Indians 
been paid and rations and clothing 

Eiven.according to Government prom- 
les, tne conflict of arms could have 
been avoided. The gross deception 
practiced by the last Commission to 
the Sioux, the hunger and suffering 
among them caused by their being 
defrauded, robbed and starved b\ 
rupt and dishonest agents, and 
failure of the government to fulfill 
the terms of the agreement by which 
1,000,000 acres of land were recently 
ceded by the Sioux for white settle- 
ment, are the immediate reasons foi 
the Indian revolt. Back of all this is 
a long record of violated-treaties and 
of great misery inflicted by tyranny 
treachery and fraud which is outlined 
by the letters of Bishop Hare, Father 
Crafts, Miss Elaine Goodale and 
others of the missionary force out 
there. These things were just as dis- 
graceful and outrageous as the mas- 
sacre of the hundred Indian women 
and children on Wounded Knee creek 
last month by the Seventh Cavelry 
under Col. Forsyth. 

The sufferings of the Sioux have 
been unusually great for two or three 
years past, owing to the fact that the 
crops in South Dakota have been an 
utter failure. As they depend in 
part upon their farm products for 
subsistence, this would have caused 
some suffering even ifthe full amount 
of rations had been issued to them. 
But misfortunes multiplied; their al- 
lowance of beef was reduced by the 
Government one million pounds in 
1888 and still another million in 1889, 
and they were defrauded of a great 
deal ofthe.se reduced amounts in 1889 
and 1890 by dishonest Indian Agents. 
And to add to their distress the 
measles prevailed with great viru- 
lence in 1889, the grippe in 1890, and 



ed; and let land be meted out in sev- 
eralty. Let fraud and incompetence 
give place to integrity and ability; 
let corrupt and dishonest agents 
be supplanted by honest and reliable 
ones; do away with the present odious 
system of paying political debts at 
the expense of the Indians. Quit 
robbing the Indians, and then send- 
ing troops to kill men, women and 
children because the poor creatures 
will not endure their wrongs in si- 
lence. It is not enough that good 
honest and competent men and wo- 
men be sent out to take charge of the 
agencies, schools, ect , but they should 
be kept there during good behavio 
and removed only for proper cause 
It is difficult for the Indian to mak( 
much progress so long as those who 
have worked among them are dismiss- 
ed to make place for a new set of offi- 
cials every four years, however 
honest and worthy, and hence w 
believe that civil service rules should 



ing our Indian relations. It has been 
disgusted enough, Heaven knows, 
with the weak and silly paltering 
that honors cruel brutes like Sitting 
Bull until they can do mischief that 
costs the country thousands of dol- 
lars and the lives of many brave men, 
red and white. And yet even this is 
less infamous than the deliberate 
breaking of pledges that leaves to 
the friendly Indian no choice but 
starvation or revolt. Ifthe Sissetons 
and Wahpetons were to rise just now 
in order that they might get food for 
themselves and their families, we 
should presently mow them down 
with Gatlings, and bury, with all the 
honors of war, those of their leaders 
who remained faithful to the United 
States and turned ther arms against 
their destitute and dying kinsmen. 
But when they ask of us the means 
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Congress should grant the proper ap- 
propriations for Indian education 
and for purchasing seeds and farm 
ing implements for the Indians on 
the reservations so as to give them a 
start towards being self-supporting. 
When these things are done, an era 
of prosperity, progress, content and 
peace will settle upon the Indians. 
The people all over the country 
should petition Congress and the 
President to inaugurate, as speedy 
as possible, these greatly needed re- 
forms.

a slow, lingering death by starvation, 
many perished from these diseases 
which found an easy prey in their 
enfeebled bodies. Many pathetic ap- 



peals were sent to the head of the In- 
dian Bureau, but all these were treat- 
ed with contempt. The poor crea- 
tures have been systematically im. 
posed upon, defrauded and robbed by 
Indian Agents and other Government 
officials for years, but never in the 
history of the country has any ad- 
ministration made such a bad record 
In the management of Indian affairs 
as the present one. Never has there 
been more Buttering, more cause 
for complaint, more dissatisfaction. 
Honest and experienced men 
have been discharged and their 
places filled with the henchmen of 
Block-ot-Fives politicians and 
frequently with the veritable out- 
east of tbe Indian agency post. It 
Is not strange that these grievous 

wrongs drove the Indian* Into ■ re 

volt as a last resort. 

Those who believe that the "only 

good Indian is a dead Indian" and 

olaim that the tadians ore "an Im- 
pediment to civilization'' would 
probably like tO settle the Indian 
question by exterminating them. 
The large majority of the American 
people, irrespective of party, desire 

a very different kind or settlement. 

Ill the Brit place Congress should 
appoint ii Commission to go to I'ine 
ltid K e, Rosebud and Standing Kock 
agencies to thoroughly Investigate 
these monstrous evils that cry aloud 
for redress. Then such Immediate 
steps should be taken by Congress as 
ihall render forever imj

A CONTRAST. 

Is there any hope that this great 
nation will ever deal honestly and 
reasonably with the Indian question? 
We know of no more ignoble or hu- 
miliating contrast than that of last 
Wednesday. While the Ave heroic 
Indian policemen, who gave up their 
lives for the nation in the attempt to 
arrest Sitting Bull and restore order 
on the frontier, were being buried 
with military honors from Fort Yates, 
the bill appropriating money for the 
just claims of the Sisseton and Wah- 
peton Indans was laid over at Wash- 
ington in order to give a member op- 
posed to it full time to prepare for 
the expression of his ideas. No clear- 
er case than that of the these Indians 
ever came before the government. 
They have failed to receive the sums 
due and promised to them until they 
have been reduced to absolute desti- 
tution. If they had been hostiles they 
would have received ample rations 
and the coddling that they could de 
sire. But it is their misfortune, which 
our system seems to hold a crime, to 
have been faithful to the govern- 
ment. They have never betrayed it. 
They have refused to join in any 
movement against it. They have 
stood loyally as the friends of the 
white man. ' And for that sin t' 
are left to starve. 

There is no question of fact in 
matter. The chief of these Indi 
has sent to the authorities the pat! 

Ic message! "My people are sti 
ing." Is it true! They are starvi 

not because they are idle and di 
lute, but because they have confided 
in the solemn promise of the nation 
to provide for them, and the promise 

unfulfilled. The sisseton agent 

t confirmed their statement ill 
>ry particular, and asked, in the 

name of justice and humanity, fbr 

mediate relief; not a gratuity, but 
j mere payment of moneys over- 
do*, The Indian commissioner at 
Washington allirnisaiul ratifies every 

statement. There is no difference of 

opinion and no question as to tacts 
anywhere. Hut the appropriation 

committee thinks that present dis- 
tress should be removed only.at the 
price of refusing to pay to these In- 
liiins their hack annuities, and t

of life, pledged by us and denied to 
them, when they need not royal hon- 
ors in death but the wherewith to 
sustain their miserable lives, we are 
too busy to attend to it. They can 
wait. It is so much easier for them 
to die of starvation than for a Con- 
gressman to miss the chance of an 
objection or the glory of a speech. 
The honest men of the country are I 
weary and sick at heart with this 
whole Indian scandal, of which 
treatment of these friendly and loyal 
people is a most infamous item. It 
would be better for the Indian 
would be more creditable to us, to 
order the military now in the field to 
march to the Sisseton agency and 
there quietly murder every Indian 
waiting for food denied and money 
due them, than to keep up this ghast- 
ly farce. From beginning to end it 
has been the greatest of misfortunes 
to the Indian to keep honorably his 
obligations with this government. 
Fidelity has been the signal for neg- 
lect, for justice, for the decree of 
starvation; just as cruelty and treach- 
ery have won the consideration that 
an abject nature yields to qualities 
like these. In the light of the hero 
ic devotion of these Indians who 
have helped to remove the most dan- 
gerous of their race, laving down
